(a) marriage of an incapacitated individual; or

(b) must commence protective proceedings if necessary to protect other property of the
guardian's ward,

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(i) statutory benefit or insurance system;

(i1) private contract;

(ii1) devise;

(iv) trust;

(v) conservatorship; or

delivered by virtue of Section 75-5-102;

(e) except as provided in Subsection (4)(c), must exercise due care to conserve any
excess money or property described in Subsection (3)(d) for the ward's future needs;

(f) unless otherwise provided by statute, may institute proceedings to compel the
performance by any person of a duty to:

(1) support the ward; or

(i1) pay sums for the welfare of the ward;

(g) is empowered to:

(1) facilitate the ward's education, social, or other activities; and

(i1) subject to Subsection (4)(d), authorize medical or other professional care,

treatment, or advice;

(h) may consent to the adoption of the guardian's ward if the:

[(A)] (1) guardian of the ward is specifically authorized by a court to give [this] the

consent; and

[(B)] (i1) parental rights of the ward's parents have been terminated; and

(1) must report the condition of the minor and of the minor's estate that has been subject
to the guardian's possession or control:

(1) as ordered by court on petition of any person interested in the minor's welfare; or

(i1) as required by court rule.

(4) (a) Notwithstanding Subsection (2), a guardian of a minor is not:

(1) legally obligated to provide from the guardian's own funds for the ward; and
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(i1) liable to third persons by reason of the guardian's relationship for acts of the ward.

(b) Sums received under Subsection (3)(c) or (d):

(1) may not be used for compensation for the services of a guardian, except as:

(A) approved by court order; or

(B) determined by a duly appointed conservator other than the guardian; and

(i1) shall be applied to the ward's current needs for support, care, and education.

(c) Notwithstanding Subsection (3)(e), if a conservator is appointed for the estate of the
ward, the excess shall be paid over at least annually to the conservator.

(d) A guardian of a minor is not, by reason of giving the authorization described in
Subsection (3)(g)(ii), liable for injury to the minor resulting from the negligence or acts of third
persons, unless it would have been illegal for a parent to have given the authorization.

(5) A parent of a minor for whom a guardian is appointed retains residual parental
rights and duties.

(6) If a parent of a minor for whom a guardian is appointed consents to the adoption of
the minor, the guardian is entitled to:

(a) receive notice of the adoption proceeding pursuant to Section 78B-6-110;

(b) intervene in the adoption; and

(c) present evidence to the court relevant to the best interest of the child pursuant to
Subsection 78B-6-110(11).

(7) If a minor for whom a guardian is appointed is adopted subsequent to the
appointment, the guardianship shall terminate when the adoption is finalized.

Section 10. Section 75-5-210 is amended to read:

75-5-210. Termination of appointment of guardian -- General.

(1) A guardian's authority and responsibility terminates upon the death, resignation, or
removal of the guardian or upon the minor's death, adoption, [marrtage;or| attainment of
majority, or as provided in Subsection (2), but termination does not affect [hts] the guardian's

liability for prior acts nor [hts] the guardian's obligation to account for funds and assets of [hts]
the guardian's ward. Resignation of a guardian does not terminate the guardianship until [tthas
been] termination is approved by the court. A testamentary appointment under an informally
probated will terminates if the will is later denied probate in a formal proceeding.

(2) A guardian's authority and responsibility terminates upon a minor's lawful marriage
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if the minor:
(a) 1s lawfully married in another state; or
(b) i1s lawfully married in Utah before May 14, 2019, or under Section 30-1-17.3.
Section 11. Section 75-5-424 is amended to read:

75-5-424. Powers of conservator in administration.

(1) A conservator has all of the powers conferred in this chapter and any additional
powers conferred by law on trustees in this state. In addition, a conservator of the estate of an
unmarried minor as to whom no one has parental rights, has the duties and powers of a
guardian of a minor described in Section 75-5-209 until the minor attains majority or lawfully
marries, but the parental rights so conferred on a conservator do not preclude appointment of a
guardian as provided by Part 2, Guardians of Minors.

(2) (a) A conservator has the power to compel the production of the protected person's
estate documents, including the protected person's will, trust, power of attorney, and any
advance health care directives.

(b) If a guardian is also appointed for the ward, the conservator shall share with the
guardian the estate documents the conservator receives.

(3) A conservator has power without court authorization or confirmation to invest and
reinvest funds of the estate as would a trustee.

(4) A conservator, acting reasonably in efforts to accomplish the purpose for which the
conservator was appointed, may use the funds of the estate and act without court authorization
or confirmation, to:

(a) collect, hold, and retain assets of the estate, including land in another state, until, in
the conservator's judgment, disposition of the assets should be made, and the assets may be
retained even though they include an asset in which the conservator is personally interested;

(b) receive additions to the estate;

(c) continue or participate in the operation of any business or other enterprise;

(d) acquire an undivided interest in an estate asset in which the conservator, in any
fiduciary capacity, holds an undivided interest;

(e) invest and reinvest estate assets in accordance with Subsection (3);

(f) deposit estate funds in a bank including a bank operated by the conservator;

(g) acquire or dispose of an estate asset, including land in another state, for cash or on
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credit, at public or private sale; and to manage, develop, improve, exchange, partition, change
the character of, or abandon an estate asset;

(h) make ordinary or extraordinary repairs or alterations in buildings or other
structures, demolish any improvements, and raze existing or erect new party walls or buildings;

(1) () subdivide, develop, or dedicate land to public use;

(i1) make or obtain the vacation of plats and adjust boundaries;

(ii1) adjust differences in valuation on exchange or partition by giving or receiving
considerations; and

(iv) dedicate easements to public use without consideration;

(j) enter for any purpose into a lease as lessor or lessee with or without option to
purchase or renew for a term within or extending beyond the term of the conservatorship;

(k) enter into a lease or arrangement for exploration and removal of minerals or other
natural resources or enter into a pooling or unitization agreement;

(I) grant an option involving disposition of an estate asset or take an option for the
acquisition of any asset;

(m) vote a security, in person or by general or limited proxy;

(n) pay calls, assessments, and any other sums chargeable or accruing against or on
account of securities;

(o) (1) sell or exercise stock subscription or conversion rights; and

(i1) consent, directly or through a committee or other agent, to the reorganization,
consolidation, merger, dissolution, or liquidation of a corporation or other business enterprise;

(p) hold a security in the name of a nominee or in other form without disclosure of the
conservatorship so that title to the security may pass by delivery, but the conservator is liable
for any act of the nominee in connection with the stock so held;

(q) insure the assets of the estate against damage or loss and the conservator against
liability with respect to third persons;

(r) (i) borrow money to be repaid from estate assets or otherwise; and

(i1) advance money for the protection of the estate or the protected person, and for all
expenses, losses, and liabilities sustained in the administration of the estate or because of the
holding or ownership of any estate assets, and the conservator has a lien on the estate as against

the protected person for advances so made;

(i11) instead of acting personally, employ one or more agents to perform any act of
administration, whether or not discretionary;

(x) prosecute or defend actions, claims, or proceedings in any jurisdiction for the
protection of estate assets and of the conservator in the performance of the conservator's duties;

(y) act as a qualified beneficiary of any trust in which the protected person is a
qualified beneficiary; and

(z) execute and deliver the instruments that will accomplish or facilitate the exercise of
the powers vested in the conservator.

(1) $15 for an estate valued at $50,000 or less;

(i1) $30 for an estate valued at $75,000 or less but more than $50,000;

(iii) $50 for an estate valued at $112,000 or less but more than $75,000;

(iv) $90 for an estate valued at $168,000 or less but more than $112,000; and

(v) $175 for an estate valued at more than $168,000.

(s) The fee for filing a demand for a civil jury is $250.

(t) The fee for filing a notice of deposition in this state concerning an action pending in

another state under Utah Rules of Civil Procedure, Rule 30 is $35.
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(u) The fee for filing documents that require judicial approval but are not part of an
action before the court is $35.

(v) The fee for a petition to open a sealed record is $35.

(w) The fee for a writ of replevin, attachment, execution, or garnishment is $50 in
addition to any fee for a complaint or petition.

30-1+=91s-$511)] The fee for a petition for emancipation of a minor provided in Title 78A,
Chapter 6, Part 8, Emancipation, is $50.

(y) The fee for a certificate issued under Section 26-2-25 is $8.

(z) The fee for a certified copy of a document is $4 per document plus 50 cents per
page.

(aa) The fee for an exemplified copy of a document is $6 per document plus 50 cents
per page.

(bb) The Judicial Council shall by rule establish a schedule of fees for copies of
documents and forms and for the search and retrieval of records under Title 63G, Chapter 2,
Government Records Access and Management Act. Fees under this Subsection (1)(bb) shall
be credited to the court as a reimbursement of expenditures.

(cc) There is no fee for services or the filing of documents not listed in this section or
otherwise provided by law.

(dd) Except as provided in this section, all fees collected under this section are paid to
the General Fund. Except as provided in this section, all fees shall be paid at the time the clerk
accepts the pleading for filing or performs the requested service.

(ee) The filing fees under this section may not be charged to the state, its agencies, or
political subdivisions filing or defending any action. In judgments awarded in favor of the
state, its agencies, or political subdivisions, except the Office of Recovery Services, the court
shall order the filing fees and collection costs to be paid by the judgment debtor. The sums
collected under this Subsection (1)(ee) shall be applied to the fees after credit to the judgment,
order, fine, tax, lien, or other penalty and costs permitted by law.

As used in this chapter:

(1) (a) "Abuse" means:

(1) (A) nonaccidental harm of a child;

(B) threatened harm of a child;

(C) sexual exploitation;

(D) sexual abuse; or

(E) human trafficking of a child in violation of Section 76-5-308.5; or

(i1) that a child's natural parent:

(A) intentionally, knowingly, or recklessly causes the death of another parent of the
child;

(B) 1is identified by a law enforcement agency as the primary suspect in an investigation
for intentionally, knowingly, or recklessly causing the death of another parent of the child; or

(C) 1is being prosecuted for or has been convicted of intentionally, knowingly, or
recklessly causing the death of another parent of the child.

(b) "Abuse" does not include:

(i) reasonable discipline or management of a child, including withholding privileges;

(i1) conduct described in Section 76-2-401; or

(ii1) the use of reasonable and necessary physical restraint or force on a child:

(A) in self-defense;

(C) to protect the child; or

(D) to remove a weapon in the possession of a child for any of the reasons described in
Subsections (1)(b)(ii1)(A) through (C).

(2) "Abused child" means a child who has been subjected to abuse.

(3) "Adjudication" means a finding by the court, incorporated in a decree, that the facts
alleged in the petition have been proved. A finding of not competent to proceed pursuant to
Section 78 A-6-1302 is not an adjudication.

(4) "Adult" means an individual 18 years of age or over, except that an individual 18

years or over under the continuing jurisdiction of the juvenile court pursuant to Section
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78A-6-120 shall be referred to as a minor.

(5) "Board" means the Board of Juvenile Court Judges.

(6) "Child" means an individual under 18 years of age.

(7) "Child placement agency" means:

(a) aprivate agency licensed to receive a child for placement or adoption under this
code; or

(b) aprivate agency that receives a child for placement or adoption in another state,
which agency is licensed or approved where such license or approval is required by law.

(8) "Clandestine laboratory operation" means the same as that term is defined in
Section 58-37d-3.

(13) "Dependent child" includes a child who is homeless or without proper care
through no fault of the child's parent, guardian, or custodian.

(14) "Deprivation of custody" means transfer of legal custody by the court from a
parent or the parents or a previous legal custodian to another person, agency, or institution.

(15) "Detention" means home detention and secure detention as defined in Section
62A-7-101 for the temporary care of a minor who requires secure custody in a physically
restricting facility:

(a) pending court disposition or transfer to another jurisdiction; or

(b) while under the continuing jurisdiction of the court.

(16) "Detention risk assessment tool" means an evidence-based tool established under
Section 78 A-6-124, on and after July 1, 2018, that assesses a minor's risk of failing to appear in
court or reoffending pre-adjudication and designed to assist in making detention

determinations.
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(17) "Division" means the Division of Child and Family Services.

(18) "Educational neglect" means that, after receiving a notice of compulsory education
violation under Section 53G-6-202, the parent or guardian fails to make a good faith effort to
ensure that the child receives an appropriate education.

(19) "Evidence-based" means a program or practice that has had multiple randomized
control studies or a meta-analysis demonstrating that the program or practice is effective for a
specific population or has been rated as effective by a standardized program evaluation tool.

(20) "Formal probation" means a minor is under field supervision by the probation
department or other agency designated by the court and subject to return to the court in
accordance with Section 78A-6-123 on and after July 1, 2018.

(21) "Formal referral" means a written report from a peace officer or other person
informing the court that a minor is or appears to be within the court's jurisdiction and that a
case must be reviewed.

(22) "Group rehabilitation therapy" means psychological and social counseling of one
or more individuals in the group, depending upon the recommendation of the therapist.

(23) "Guardianship of the person" includes the authority to consent to:

(a) marriage of an incapacitated individual;

(b) enlistment in the armed forces;

(c) major medical, surgical, or psychiatric treatment; or

(d) legal custody, if legal custody is not vested in another individual, agency, or
institution.

(24) "Habitual truant" means the same as that term is defined in Section 53G-6-201.

(25) "Harm" means:

(a) physical or developmental injury or damage;

(b) emotional damage that results in a serious impairment in the child's growth,
development, behavior, or psychological functioning;

(c) sexual abuse; or

(d) sexual exploitation.

(26) (a) "Incest" means engaging in sexual intercourse with an individual whom the
perpetrator knows to be the perpetrator's ancestor, descendant, brother, sister, uncle, aunt,

nephew, niece, or first cousin.
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(b) The relationships described in Subsection (26)(a) include:

(1) blood relationships of the whole or half blood, without regard to legitimacy;

(27) "Intake probation" means a period of court monitoring that does not include field
supervision, but is overseen by a juvenile probation officer, during which a minor is subject to
return to the court in accordance with Section 78A-6-123 on and after July 1, 2018.

(a) significantly subaverage intellectual functioning, an IQ of approximately 70 or
below on an individually administered IQ test, for infants, a clinical judgment of significantly
subaverage intellectual functioning;

(b) concurrent deficits or impairments in present adaptive functioning, regarding the
individual's effectiveness in meeting the standards expected for the individual's age by the
individual's cultural group, in at least two of the following areas: communication, self-care,
home living, social/interpersonal skills, use of community resources, self-direction, functional
academic skills, work, leisure, health, and safety; and

(c) the onset is before the individual reaches the age of 18 years.

(29) "Legal custody" means a relationship embodying the following rights and duties:

(a) the right to physical custody of the minor;

(b) the right and duty to protect, train, and discipline the minor;

(c) the duty to provide the minor with food, clothing, shelter, education, and ordinary
medical care;

(d) the right to determine where and with whom the minor shall live; and

(e) the right, in an emergency, to authorize surgery or other extraordinary care.

(30) "Material loss" means an uninsured:

(a) property loss;

(b) out-of-pocket monetary loss;

(c) lost wages; or

(d) medical expenses.

(31) "Mental disorder" means a serious emotional and mental disturbance that severely
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limits a minor's development and welfare over a significant period of time.

(32) "Minor" means:

(a) achild; or

(b) an individual who is:

(1) at least 18 years of age and younger than 21 years of age; and

(i1) under the jurisdiction of the juvenile court.

(33) "Mobile crisis outreach team" means a crisis intervention service for minors or
families of minors experiencing behavioral health or psychiatric emergencies.

(34) "Molestation" means that an individual, with the intent to arouse or gratify the
sexual desire of any individual, touches the anus, buttocks, pubic area, or genitalia of any child,
or the breast of a female child, or takes indecent liberties with a child as defined in Section
76-5-416.

(35) "Natural parent" means a minor's biological or adoptive parent, and includes the
minor's noncustodial parent.

(36) (a) "Neglect" means action or inaction causing:

(1) abandonment of a child, except as provided in Title 62A, Chapter 4a, Part 8, Safe
Relinquishment of a Newborn Child;

(i1) lack of proper parental care of a child by reason of the fault or habits of the parent,
guardian, or custodian;

(i11) failure or refusal of a parent, guardian, or custodian to provide proper or necessary
subsistence or medical care, or any other care necessary for the child's health, safety, morals, or
well-being;

(iv) a child to be at risk of being neglected or abused because another child in the same
home is neglected or abused;

(v) abandonment of a child through an unregulated custody transfer; or

(vi) educational neglect.

(b) "Neglect" does not include:

(1) aparent or guardian legitimately practicing religious beliefs and who, for that
reason, does not provide specified medical treatment for a child;

(i1) a health care decision made for a child by the child's parent or guardian, unless the

state or other party to a proceeding shows, by clear and convincing evidence, that the health
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care decision is not reasonable and informed;

(i11) a parent or guardian exercising the right described in Section 78A-6-301.5; or

(iv) permitting a child, whose basic needs are met and who is of sufficient age and
maturity to avoid harm or unreasonable risk of harm, to engage in independent activities,
including:

(41) "Probation" means a legal status created by court order following an adjudication
on the ground of a violation of law or under Section 78 A-6-103, whereby the minor is
permitted to remain in the minor's home under prescribed conditions.

(42) "Protective supervision" means a legal status created by court order following an
adjudication on the ground of abuse, neglect, or dependency, whereby the minor is permitted to

remain in the minor's home, and supervision and assistance to correct the abuse, neglect, or
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dependency is provided by the probation department or other agency designated by the court.

(43) "Related condition" means a condition closely related to intellectual disability in
accordance with 42 C.F.R. Part 435.1010 and further defined in Rule R539-1-3, Utah
Administrative Code.

(44) (a) "Residual parental rights and duties" means those rights and duties remaining
with the parent after legal custody or guardianship, or both, have been vested in another person
or agency, including:

(46) "Severe abuse" means abuse that causes or threatens to cause serious harm to a
child.

(47) "Severe neglect" means neglect that causes or threatens to cause serious harm to a
child.

(48) "Sexual abuse" means:

(a) an act or attempted act of sexual intercourse, sodomy, incest, or molestation by an
adult directed towards a child;

(b) an act or attempted act of sexual intercourse, sodomy, incest, or molestation
committed by a child towards another child if:

(1) there is an indication of force or coercion,;

(i1) the children are related, as described in Subsection (26), including siblings by
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marriage while the marriage exists or by adoption;

(i11) there have been repeated incidents of sexual contact between the two children,

(53) "Substantiated" means the same as that term is defined in Section 62A-4a-101.

(54) "Supported" means the same as that term is defined in Section 62A-4a-101.

(55) "Termination of parental rights" means the permanent elimination of all parental
rights and duties, including residual parental rights and duties, by court order.

(56) "Therapist" means:

(a) an individual employed by a state division or agency for the purpose of conducting
psychological treatment and counseling of a minor in its custody; or

(b) any other individual licensed or approved by the state for the purpose of conducting
psychological treatment and counseling.

(57) "Unregulated custody transfer" means the placement of a child:

(a) with an individual who is not the child's parent, step-parent, grandparent, adult
sibling, adult uncle or aunt, or legal guardian, or a friend of the family who is an adult and with
whom the child is familiar, or a member of the child's federally recognized tribe;

(b) with the intent of severing the child's existing parent-child or guardian-child
relationship; and
